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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted.

56-60, 62 and 80, 102 drawn to a method of mixing heterologous genes in expression 
cassettes. 

Group II, claim(s) 66-68, 72, 76, 77, 81-83, drawn to a method of mixing heterologous 
genes in expression cassettes.. 

Group III, claim(s) 87-91 , drawn to a method of mixing heterologous genes in 
expression cassettes. 

Group IV, claim(s) 93-95, drawn to a method of mixing heterologous genes in 
expression cassettes. 

Group V, claim(s) 96-98, drawn to a method of mixing expressible nucleotide 
sequences. 

Group VI, claim(s) 99, 100, drawn to a method of mixing heterologous genes in 
expression cassettes located on plasm ids. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature is the mixing of heterologous genes in expression cassettes This 
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element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the 
element is shown in the prior art. 

The claims lack unity of invention because Applicants' invention is not novel. WO 
98/31837 (page 7, lines 2-16) teach a method for providing a population of cells and 
culturing them under conditions whereby DNA is exchanged between cells, and then 
cells are screened for acquisition of a desired property. Methods of evolving the cell 
toward acquisition f the desired property can be performed using artificial 
chromosomes. Methods of DNA exchange can include sexual recombination. 
Therefore claim 1 is anticipated by US 20060068472. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
